Tli» Preserratlon of "Westminster Abbey. 


At a recent meeting of the Society of 


Antiquaries in London Professor 1/etli- 
aby read a paper on '"Westmiaster At- 
bey aad Its Restorations." 


Referring to the coronation of Ed- 


ward I. he said the accounts showed 
that a great stable "was built In St. 
Margaret's 
Churchyard, 
temporary 


halls were cet up in the gardens of the 
palace for the people, a wooden passage 
was built from the palace to the church 
and the new tower above the choir 
was covered with boards, and a wood- 
en floor laid down in the choir, show- 
ing that these two last portioas were 
not then completed.

It has bfren noticed by Spanish mete- 


orologists that thunder storms are 
much 
more numerous at new moon 


thaa at any other time. The records 
3~iow 29 percent of thunder storms 
near new moon, 22.8 near the first 
quarter, 21.8 near full moon and 26.4 
near the last quarter. 


A report irom the Haynald Observa- 


tory, in Hungary, says that Professor 
Schreiber has invented an electric ap- 
paratus that records the approach 01 a 
thunder storm. A clettetcr, similar in 
its action to that used in the Marconi 
telegraph system, registers the electric 
wava set iu motion by a flash of light- 
ning, the impulse being communicated 
to a peii connected \vith a disk-moved 
by clockwork. When the pea makes 
iis record a bell is rung, the vibration 
of winch resets the coherent. Tae in- 
strumsat gives aotic-e of a storm 20 
miies away, aad on one occasion it re- 
corded one that was raging at a dis- 
tance of OS miles. 


It was determined long ago that the 


blue color of the sky is due to the scat- 
tering of th« short \\aves cf light— 
which are the blue waves—by the In- 
visible dust-particles that float in the 
upper atmosphere. Nearer the earth 
the ds:si-partkJes are larger ai-cl their 
greater size laakes them scatter all 
i he rays or light alike. This, accord- 
ing to an article in a late number of 
a scientific journal, is what gives to 
the clouds tlie brilliant i'riages that we 
often see. These coarser dust-particles 
seem to be attracted by the clouds, 
near which they accumulate, aad it is 
the refraction of the rays of light by 
tneni that gives the 
clouds 
their 


fringes. 


The rapidly increasing use of oil as 


fuel has given rise to the suggestioa 
that it may readily be supplied to 
dwellings aafi factories by means of 
pipes, just as water is. The sugges- 
tion has taken practical shape in a 
town in the oil regions, where an old 
water reservoir is to be utilized for 
the storage of the oil. This arrange- 
ment will enable the consumer to get 
at any time exactly what qcantity of 
oil he needs merely by turning a. fau- 
cet. No information has been given 
yet as to how payment for the oil will 
be made. 


Recently-published scientific reports 


of the famous dust-storm of the spring 
of 1901 show that it was a very re- 
markable phenoaieaon. It originated 
in Northern Africa, on the borders of 
the Sahara desert, crossed the Medi- 
terranean sea aad swept over trie Alps, 
goiag as far north as Denmark. The 
dust was sand from the desert, the 
particles that fell to the earth getting 
finer and finer as the storm moved 
northward. 
The speed at which the 


storm moved was 43 miles an hour. 
The dust was borne by a aiga atmo- 
spheric- current along the coarse cf a 
barometric depression, moving in the 
direction of the Baltic sea. 
Rain, 


saow and sleet accompanied the fall 
of dust as the storm approached the 
north.

Dedication at Gettysfcorg. 


The equestrian statue of Gen. Slocum 


erected on the Gettysburg battlefield was 
dedicated Friday afternoon. The 7th 
New York regiment passed through this 
place, Friday morning betw een 4 and 6 
o'clock in three trains. Thursday even- 
ing two special trains composed of Pull- 
man coaches passed through, one bearing 
Governor Odell, of ICew York State, and 
party, and Governor Murphy, of New- 
Jersey, and party. 


The statue'is a colossal equestrian fig- 


ure of bronze, upon a granite base 16 
feet high. It stands on Stevens Knoll, a 
prominent elevation between Gulp's Hill 
and East Cemetery Hill from which point 
Gen. Slocum commanded the right wing 
of the army during the battle. Upon a 
plate on the pedestal is inscribed the ad- 
vice which in the council of war, called 
by meade at Gettysburg, won for Slocnm 
the heart of every soldier in the army, 
namely, "Stay and fight it out."

The two sisters 
were brought around safely, but are yet 
quite ill from the effects. 


It is said the kettle in which the coffee 


was cooked was much worn, and the 
bottom scaled off, so that the affair may 
have been the result of tin or lead pois- 
oning. The coffee left was thrown away. 
and therefore could not be analyzed 


Deceased was a lifelong resident of 


New Chester. He was a director of the 
Farmers & Merchants Bank, of this 
place, since its organization. He also 
held several important offices in the Re- 
formed church of New Chester, of which 
he has been a faithful member for many 
years.

value: in the eye of the law, they hold 
about the same status now that they 
held throughout past'ages—that is to 
say. they have only a nominal proper- 
ty value, or none at all. It is a peculiar 
feature cf our jurisprudence that, in 
most sections of this country, if a nian 
steals a dog worth 
several hundred 


dollars to his owner 
he commits no 


legal offence thereby, while, on the 
other hand.if he sreals a horse, or a 
sheep, 
he commits an offence 
so 


serious in degree as to warrant the im- 
position of a term in prison for it. 
The 
few 
cases wherein 
owners 


recovered damages for dogs mained 
or killed are so isolated and puerile as 
compared to the general laws, prece- 
dents and public sentiment that they 
need not be taken into account. 


The reluctance of our lawmakers to 


legally recognize dogs as property, and 
the reluctance of judges to view dogs 
otherwise than in tue light of prece- 
dent 
which 
after 
all 
embodies— 


the wisdom of the ages—have been 
insurmountable obstacles to the dog's 
recognition as an article of property. 
There are many good reasons why the 
public—and dog owners themselves 
belong to that august body—maintains 
such persistent discrimination against 
dogs in a legal way. First of all, the 
owner's control of his dog is imperfect, 
if it exists at all. The dog may prowl 
about in a vagabond way. though mak- 
ing his home with his master. He may 
be in company with his master, and 
still be under imperfect or no control. 
He may be of value to his master and 
of no value to the public. Sheep.horses, 
cattle, etc.. have a fixed market value, 
which does not fluctuate by a change 
of ownership. The dog's value to his 
owner may be entirely fanciful. There 
are so many curs, far outnumbering 
the 
well-bred dogs, and 
admitteJly 


worthless. that to recognize them 
legally as property would be farcical. 
Yet the cur may be quite as good in 
the fanciful valuation of his owner 
as is the well-bred dog in that of his 
owner. The dog- unlike cattle, etc.. has 
no recognized food value, so that at 
death he is a total loss. Owing to his 
predatory 
habits his ownership i's 


more or less vague and imperfect. 
His natural proclivities and formidable 
weapons make him a dangerous animal 
in his attack 
and therefore one 


requiring 
extraordinary measures at 


times to guard against. He propagates 
his species so rapidly that were he 
protected with all the safeguards of 
property rights he by numbers alone 
would soon become a public nuisance. 
It will thus be seen that the arguments 
sound and good for legal recognition 
of other animals as property are not 
pari passu applicable to the dog- 


In England, however, the law seems 


to view the subject with much greater 
common sense, since, while recogniz- 
ing the dog as property within liberal 
limitations, it imposes special respon- 
sibilities on his owner. His dog is pro- 
tected as property if in actual posses- 
sion, and the owner is responsible for 
all damages caused by his dog while 
out of his possession even if the dog :s 
but a passive factor therein. Indeed, 
it is held as good law in England that 
a dog unaccompanied by his master, 
or master's agent, on the highway is 
a trespasser. He has no business there 
on his own account. He is in the same 
category then as a stray horse, sheep, 
ox. etc. Even when the dog accom- 
panies his master or master's agent, 
the dog becomes a trespasser uhen he 
is beyond the control 
necessary to 


direct his movements and prevent his 


interference with people who may bf>- 
using the highway. Even when a dog. 
gets in the way of a bicycle or automo- 
bile, and gets hurt or killed, he is th« 
offending party, and his owner 
i» 


responsible for his misdeed. 
Thiji 


view of the case of dogs on highway* 
would upset nearly every decision in 
the United States, in eases where own- 
ers recovered damages from railroads 
or street car lines for dogs mained and 
killed. 
With these cases would go- 


nearly all the good 
legal precedents 


which owners in the 
United States- 


have to show that dogs are even re- 
motely considered as having property 
value. However, so long as curs greatly 
outnumber the well-bred dogs, so long 
as owners permit their dogs to roam 
lawlessly about, so long as dogs in the- 
city bark of nights and violate all laws 
pf sanitation, so long as the sheep in- 
dustry is impaired or ruined in sec- 
tions, just so long will owners need to 
expect that their dogs will have none 
other than the present status as prop- 
erty in the eye of the law.—Forest 
and Stream. 


CAUSE OF APPENDICITIS. 


Microbe- Theory A.lvanced by a rroini- 


iiviit Pathologist. 


Despite the numerous clinical cbser- 


'•aiions and the many opportunities for 
exhaustive investigations afforded by 
operations and autopsies, we are still 
in the dark concerning the cause and 
effect of appendicitis. As in the case 
in other diseases of obscure origin, va- 
rious theories have 
been advanced 


from time to time, cniy to je abandon- 
ed when found wanting in evidence. 


The grape seed, fecal 
concretions 


and 
even the street car and 
golf 


have been eacii m turn held up as the 
causative agent. It is needless to say 
that the Jlsease attacks equally the 
cnt who twallows <.aem inaiscrimin- 
ately; nor are lec-cl concretions and 
other foreign-bodies found with suffi- 
cient frequency to account for all cases 
of appendicitis. It is sufficient to re- 
flect on tha frequency with which for- 
eign bodies, large and small, pass 
through the alimentary canal without 
lodging hi the appendix to reject the 
foreign body theory as explaining fully 
the causation of appendicitis. We must 
admit at the same time that in some 
cases a small foreign body, such as a 
PIE, may lodge in the appendix and set 
up an irritation. 


Recently. Metchnikoff advanced the 


theory, supported by a considerable 
number of t-iinical observations, that 
the intestinal parasites form a most 
frequent elioicgical factor in appen- 
dicitis. According to this theory, the 
parasites enter the appendix, and by 
their presence of their eggs, injure the 
-»•_ lls and establish a iocuh nnnoris. 
resisiantiae, which is rheii attacked by 
pathogenic organisms. This theory is- 
certainly a plausible one. Here we Jeal 
not with a foreign body which is pro- 
pelled along smooth mucor.s membrane*, 
but an active parasite possessing inde- 
pendent nietion, a parasite which is 
fully capable of settipg up severe ir- 
ritation. But here, again, the parasite 
only serves as a predisposing factor, 
the main cause residing in the patho- 
genic organism which attacks the in- 
jured appendix. 


As a matter of fact it seems unnec- 


essary to invoke the aid c_ a foreign 
1-ody in every case cf appendicitis. An 
crgaa so rudimentary as the appendix 
is certain to lack in vital resistance 
and may undue certain conditions be- 
come a prey to pathogenic organisms 
v.-hich are over present in this partic- 
ular in location. IP short, apendicitis 
is often an infectious disease, having 
its primary disease in the appendix, 
?nd is its direct cause any of the sev- 
eral pathogenic micro-organisms, such. 
as the virulent bacillus coil communis., 
siaphyloccus, streptococcus, etc. This 
disease is in a pleasure analogous to 
diphtheria, on the one hand, and to 
t>paoid neteritis on the other, the an- 
Jxiogy of the latter being made still 
closer by the fact that in the appendix, 
as in the ileum, the lymphoid tissue 
is primarily invalved and there is the 
same tendency to necrosis and perfora- 
tion. Whether the disease becomes a 
septicemia, a toxemia, or terminates 
m local suppuration depends entirely 
on the nature of the offending organ- 
i&ru.—Philadelphia Medical Journal. 


To Prevent False Alarms. 


The district commissioners of the 


city of Washington have recently 
adopted a new system of the fire 
alarms which is the invention of a 
resident of that city and which it is 
hoped will do away, in a very great 
measure, with the number of false 
alarms which have been bothering 
the fire department officials cf that 
city for some time. It costs consid- 
erable money to answer an alarm of 
fire, and in the case at the capital 
there were sometimes as many as 200 
false alarms in the course of the year. 


The device adopted is known as the 


Campbell fire alarm box. It is fitted 
with a system of levers, which have to 
be turned before the 
box can be 


opened. 
Upon turning the levers a 


bright flash bursts forth from a closed 
cup above the box. This flash can be 
seen for several blocks at night, and 
will necessarily attract the attention 
of anybody in the vicinity.
